Atccorpine to previous promise we proceed to giveourreaders some exclusive 
ils of the visit of another English eleven to Australia, which will, doubtless, 
rove-one of the most interesting features of the ensuing cricket season, The 
t that another eleven were te go ott to that country has been known to 
some of the public for several months, but to a very exclusive few; and Mr. 
eorge Parr deserves great credit for the discretion and and reticence with 
which he has acted in the matter. We say “great credit” in the same sense 
88 men upon 'Change would do, but, speating on behalf of the public at large, 
- We think it would have been far datier had Parr been a little more open in the 
&ifair, and not kept it so close, We are, however, willing to make all excuses 
for Parr, who is one of our chisf favourite-, not only on account of his great 
Cricketing excellence, but for his warm, genial goodheartedness, and he may 
have thought’ it’ more becoming his own modesty and self-respect not to 
Blazon forth to the. world what we havo no hesitation in saying will undoub edly 
Prove one of: the most vrilliant lanrels to his already glorious crown of fame. 
‘There were other reasons which might influence Parr in the matter, but we 
_ have no desire to pry into them, as they are’ not altogether in our province— 
beyond which, if we were to yo—we ralght get prosecuted for trespass, 
In 1860 cricketers throughout the country were astonished to hear that a 
y of eleven English cricketers were engaged to visit the colonies, to play 
Matches with twenty-twosin that “far-famed land of gold.” At the time the 
&nnouncement was made it was of course universally ex ected that the 
eleven’ would be chosen by, and ba under the captaincy of George Parr, the 
secretary of the All England Eleven.’ The result, however, turned, out 
differently, and we do not hesitate to say that it was much to the disappoint- 
Ment of the public. H.H. Stephenson, of Surrey, was deputed captain, and ho 
forthwith proceeded to elect his eleven, which, elthougb vaunted at the time 
ay the very best team in England, is now known and acknowledged to have 
been nor exactly the very worst, but certainly far from'the very best. itis a 
fact, which the Australians, as’ well as ourselves, are fully cognisant of— 
Namely, thut tho team did not fairly represent the cricketing talent of England, 
and they were determined that the next should. Fancy for a moment the 
Yollowing elaven (Stephenson's) pitted against that now elected by Parr:— 
i. H. Stephenson, Mortlock, Mudie, Lawrence, Bennett, Griffiths, Caffyn, 
1 Hearne, Iddison, T. Sewell, and E. Stephenson, What a quilting Parr's 
eleven would but give them, and yet these were the men who were vaunted 
forth as the talent of England—a cry in which the sporting press did not hesi- 
tate to join ; but happily the apell is broken, and Englishmen have come to 
their senses again. Theroare three or four of the most famous cricket counties 
Hi! but unrepresented in the above eleven; so how can it be said to represent 
the erioketing talent of England ? Yorkshire has two men in it (E. Stephenson 
and Iddison);; Cambridge, tione; Notts, none. On the other hand, 
Surrey has some half dozen; the remainder being mada up from 
Kent, Middlesex, &c.—counties which, now-a-days, cannot by any 
means be said to represent’ England on tho cricket field, however they 
migh have done some twenty years ago. No wonder, then, that the 
colonists were dissatisted with the team sant’ out,and we were not inthe 
least surprised when we were informed that negociations had been entered 
into by Mr. George Marshull, in Australia, and Mr. George Parr, in England, 
with the view of hig‘taking another eleven over to that country, but thia time 
‘with a stipulation to the effect that they should be truly ‘‘ representative men,” 
How well Parr has succeeded in the tisk of selecting his team—with what 
jodgmont and ability he has acted in the solection—let the folowing names 
ae, :—Notts: George Parr (captain), John Jackson, and Rebert Orispin 
nley; Surrey: William Caffyn, Tom Lockyer, and Julius Cesar; Cambridge: 
red Carpenter, Thomas Hayward, and George Tarrant ; Yorkahire: George 
om Gloucestershire; Mr. E. . Grace. Another man yet remains to be 
Wisdeu: edie think it will be H. H. Stephenson, some Mortlock, and some 
deecion Ha wo believe tt will bo Wilshar, xt least, if not, ittought to be.

vin troll it in pretty fair, and Parr toss the batter some **dodgors” that are cer- 
tainly not the easiest in the world to play. Our worst wish to Parr is that his 
team may be successful in giving the Colonists a “¢walloping.”

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MUSICAL AND THEATRICAL. — 


DRURY LANE, ' 

Tre Propuction oF ‘Borns Dunpee."—In aiming at teo much Mr, Fale 
coner has over-reached himeelf, and has fallen a victim to his own short- 
sightedness. ‘ Bonnie Dundee,” the theme of conversation in dramatic circles 
for the past six months, was produced on Monday night last, and met with a 
most unqualified and, truth to tell, deserved condemnation. Mr. Falconer has 
tacked on to the finest spectacle aver produced in this or any other country the 
weakest drama. ever placed before an intelligent audience. Of plot thero is 
none, and the affair may be described as & series of wondrous landscapes, 
ruined by the introduction of groups of figures 80 ill drawn ag to mar the 
effect of the whole; nor merely to mar it, but to utterly destroy it. The first 
act, setting forth an episode in the journey of Dundee from Edinburgh to 
Lochaber, is the only one into which any spirit is thrown, but even this is 
worthless: for the imbecile incongruities of the action, and the entire 
impossivility of all the situations, are of: the most startling character, 
make one gasp in wonderment at the temerity of the man who could conéeive 
them. ‘The second act, with the exception of the great scene depicting the 
gathering of the clans—the finest stage effect ever produced—is all useless 
twaddle; and the third is a mere commentary on the dreadful massacre 
of Glencoe, supposed to be progressing behind the scenes. In this act 
occurs the great. scenic triumph of Mr. ‘Telbin—in the set snow 
scene. by moonlight, a sublime and traly stupendous picture, marred, 
however,’ by the tameness, if not the utterly farcical action going on in 
front thereof. The escape of a. few. stragglers from the scene of the 
massacre, and their climbing up the moon-lit snow clad precipices—intended 
for a highly emotional incident, turned out on Monday the greatest farce ever 
produced, in consequence of the author and manager putting a few simple but 
expressive words into the mouth of a wretched super, This individual, as 8000 
as he appears on the stage, shouted at the top of a very bad, unmanageable 
voice, ‘Oh, this 1s dreadtul!" and the andience, thoroughly wesried of all 
they saw, construed his. words into a pithy criticism on the performance, 
and cheered the words to the very echo. At the fall of the curtain the hissing 
was terrific; but, for all that, ‘* Boonie Duudee ". will run & successful career, 
for it will doubtless be weeded of all its weal twaddle, and have its prominent

GALLANT FIGHT IN THE BIRMINGHAM DISTRICT. 

At an early hour on Wednesday morning, according to agreement (the 
result of an entirely impromptu match)ames Green, of Lilatov, and Sulphur,’ 
of Dudley, met at Basset Pole, near Tamworth, to setilo their claims to Sarie 
superiority, at catch weight—-Grepn laying £5 to £4 on the part of Sulphur, 
The latter has twice before figured in the roped arena, and with groat credit to 
himself “ond hacters ; Green being a comparative novice in tho noble art. 
Sulphur is @ well-made young fellow, of some twenty-two years of age, 
standing about oft Gln. Groen f & trifle over let, and well made for milling 
process, standing within a ahpde of Aft sin, Roth men were far too fleshy, 
and not in condition for the gentle office of panching. Being 4 off-hand match, 
littlo or no training had been acquired. ‘rhe men got to the mark by ten 
o'clock, and at once commenced a fight that, for its genuine British gameness 
and determination, would not disgrace a championship mill, In the first 
round, Sulphur led with the lefc'on the knowladge-bos, and was quickly 
countered on the mouth, when some fearful slogging work ensued, both being 
down in the finish, The segond round was of @ similar descr ion, and both 
al. hily in favour of Green. Jn the third round Sulphur got is adversary's 
he. tin chaneery, and flbbed away right merrily, From this period Sulphur, 
who was too. practised & hand for his adversary, took a decided lead, geting 
all over Green's dial, who began to look bothered. In the sixth roond, Salphur 
drew frst blaod, by & spanker oy the ivories, which rattled again, Green retaliae 
ting on the right peoper, & feartul cut, laying it open. From this poiut. 


Jack Silver, who cried ‘! enough" after forty minutes of severe fighting, He waa 
not at this time seventeen years old. [t took place in Arch Fields, negr Bristol. 
His next turn-up was with George Price, alias Porky Price, which ended ina 
drawn battle, He next encountered Joo Fletcher, whom he defeated, after 
fighting seventeen rpands, in fifty-one minutes, in Mother Pugsley's Field.

Beat Jack Phillips, atias the Bristal Carman, who weighed 
list, in fifty-five minutes, in Wagg's Fields, Bristol. Nextfought Jack Flowher, 
alias Froggy, When the ring was broken, and the encounter délayed sone 
time, but id Hi reyewed O'Brien won it; time, one hour and ten minutes, in 
which time eloven rounds were fought, this time at Dugard's Wood, He noxt 
fought a drawn battle with D. Bartlett. He then faced Dan Pick (at 8at 71b), 
who was considered one of the gamenst men of his day. Pick was waited on 
by his hrother George (who reaeht Harry Jones) and Jem Howell, while Jemmy 
had the polite at.ention of Bill Hewlett and one of the telcher school. ‘this 
came off on Durdham Down, Olifton, on Whit Monday, in the year 1835, Thia 
merry mill proyed Jem to be a most skilful boxer and hard hitier, as he 
doteated Dan in twelve rounds, occupying thirty-three minutes, without & 
seratch, Pick being blind and soverely punished, He now rested on his laurela 
for some time, after which ho met Mick Kensall, whom he ‘polished off tn ten 
minutes, fighting four_ronnds. Now being chaffed by J. Clarke, who fought 
J, Brown at the sluice House, Now River, on August 15th, 1825, for £10 a side 
who defeated bliin in 25min, after Hghting twenty-nine rounds, O'Brien accepted 
a turn-up, although his antagoniat stood Sft 10in, and weighed gan ine 
St. James's pot defeated hin in seven rounds, occupying nineteen minutes. He 
now took ® trip to the metropolis, where ‘fom Reicher and Reuben Martin 
thought 80 highly of their protege, that Tom Spring took him to Johnny 
Walker's benetlt at the Bloomsbury Assembly Rooms, whore he offered to 
match him at 8st 41b to fight any man in the world, for £100 a aide. To t 
Jemmy Shaw, of London, responded that he would fight any man ot Sat-5i, 
for £10 a side, Eventually the match was mada, neither man fo exceed 8st 6lb, 
at Tom Spring's, Qastle Tavern, Holborn, and was fonght July 21st, 1840, ab 
Horeell, Surrey, when O'fricn was defeated, after fighting ten rounds, 
twenty-three minutes, which tight Beli’s dife describes a8 one of the gamiost 
battles on record. His next match was made with Sam Rutter, of Manchester, at 
Sat dlb, which ended in Rutter forfeiting to U'imen, Who now returned to 
Bristol. After some few years had passed away he tried a passage of arms 
with Joo Healy, 9st On’ this occasion he was declared the winner, Healy 
having acted foul by hanging on the ropes, He next faced Tommy Griffiths, 
who was afterwardg killed by Paddy Gill. After fighting with this man several 
rounds they were parted, Now that the meridian of life has dawned upon 
Jom O'Brien he js to be found doing the polite to ans gentlomen honouring 
him with a call at hia hostelry, the Old Royal Oaks, St, James's, Bristol. He is 
cousidered to be one of the best seconds in the West of England, and alson 
lucky ene, generdlly managing to pull his men through. Being of an obligt 
disposition he bas numbers of friends, as well a8 the support of the Bristol 
faucy, He seconded Pater Millard in hia recent encounter with Nobby Hall, of 
Birmingham.
